If such a cutting down of 
dividends as we have seen in the last few 
months had come at atime of weakness there 
would have been a panic, but so sure are the 
traders that influences operating on the other 
side of the market are vastly stronger that 
they pay little attention to these incidents.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE BENET CIRCU- 
LAR. 


The Republican Senators have done well 
in promptly reporting a resolution calling 
upon the Secretary of War to explain the 
Benét circular, which not only makes a war 
of extermination upon Republican men em- 
ployed in armories and arsenals but also 
upon women and children who are related to 
them in any way, or who may sympathize 
with their politics, or who may have been 
assigned to their places under Republican 
Administrations; which looks in fact to driv- 
ing out of the National workshops every man 
who was a Republican soldier, and every 
man, woman, and child who sympathizes with 
Republicanism. The amendment offered by 
Mr. Hale, instructing the Secretary of War 
to transmit any other orders or circulars 
which may have been issued relative to the 
employment of persons in his departmen 
since March 8, 1885, is also to the point. It 
will be well for the country to know just how 
far the mugwump Secretary of War has 
gone or has allow his subordinates to go 


hitherto been rigidly non-political. Never 
before have the politics of working women 
and children been made the essential condi- 
uon of employment by the Government in its 
workshops. 


The authority for the issue of this infa 
mous circular should be rigidly searched for. 
Gen. Benét in his original statement, made 
before the matter had obtainea general pub- 
licity, and little dreaming of the indignation 
it would arouse, acknowledged the genu- 
ineness of the order and placed its responsi- 
bility upon the Secretary of War. He stated 
that Secretary Endicott sent for him and in- 
formed him that Democratic politicians had 
brought such a pressure to bear upon him to 
appoint Democrats to places in the ordnance 
department that something must be done to 
satisfy them. Gen. Benét replied that he 
could fix it. Thereupon he drafted the cir- 
cular, Secretary Endicott approved it, and it 
Was sent out. If the circular was not abso- 
lutely by the Secretary it was ap- 
proved by him and there is no good reason 
to believe that heis not personally respon- 
sible forit. Since the circular was made 
public, however, Gen. Beust, observing the 
indignation it has excited in every 
part of the country, seeks w shield 
the Seoretary with the statement that 


jhe did not direct the issuance of the 


order. Thisisasiily technicality. He does 
not deny that the Secretary called upon him, 
informed him of the complaints made by the 
Democratic politicians, and told him some- 
thing must bedone to appease their de- 
mands. Under these circumstances he 1s as 
directly responsible for the order as if he 
had directed ite publication and had written 
it himself. Gen. Benet is Secretary Endi- 
cott’s subordinate and cannot make himself 
the principal in this mean and infamous po- 
litical trick. If he had issued such an order 
without authority he was guilty of conduct 
which exposed him to immediate dismissal, 
if not to a trial before court-martial. 
There is every reason in this onse why 
there should beasearching investigation. 
Nothing so basely partisan has ever oo 
curred before at the hands of this partisan 
Administration. it 18 a fact everywhere con- 
ceded that the army has no politics, that the 
military arm of the Government, in its sol- 
diery, ite officers, its arsenals, aud its ar- 
mories, shall not be prostituted to partisan 
purposes, and that the National workshops 
shail not be turned into vote-factorics. 
For the first time in the history of the 
Government the Administration has gone into 
its workshops ‘and turned out men for par- 
tisan reasons and has even carried its base- 
ness so far as to order the removal of widows 
and orphans of Union soldiers, who have 
nothing to do with politics, and give their 
places to Democratic voters. To the mug- 
wump representative in the Cabinet this 
honor belongs. Let the responsibility be 
fastened upon him. 7 
BISMARCE’S COLOSSAL SCHEME 
The revelation which has been made of 
Bismarck’s policy by the Zuropean Herald, 
and reproduced in the French papers, fits in 
with similar statemenjs which have been 
made several times during the last few 
years, and with the natural disposition of 
Bismarck just at this time when his author- 
ship of German unity is disputed by the late 
Emperor’s diary, as well as with the ambi- 
tions of Germany, Austria, and Russia, 
which are no secret. The impending death 
of the King of Holland, who has no male de- 
scendant, seems to open the way for a suc- 
cessful inauguration of the policy. Whether 
the statement is a mere speculation or not, 
it has every indicaton of probability. 
It implies the territorial aggranaize- 
ment at which all three Powers have 
aimed. In the event of the death 
of the King of Holland, and with the knowl- 
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Austria's chief ambition always has been to 
reach Salonica and have a commercial outlet. 
She is already well on the way there, having 
possession of Bosnia and Herzegovina. Give 
her the western half of the Balkan Peninsula, 
with its splendid water front, and she will 
be satisfied also. Who is left to object to 
this colossal scheme? Italy is already bound 
to Germany and Austria in friendly tes. It 
isolates England. Against that tremendous 
triple combination of Germany, Austria, and 
Russia she would be absolutely powerless. 
It is doubtful whether all the rest of Europe 
could make bead against it. The reported 
scheme has every element of probability in 
its statement, as it comports with the ampi- 
tion of each of these Powers. 


FOLLOWING THE FREE TRADE PROGRAM. 

At the meeting: of the American Free 
Trade League held in Chicago in November, 
1885, it was decided not to advocate the 
overthrow of custom-house taxation or the 


plan of proceeding by steps and stages 
toward the goal of free trade. The confer- 
ence accordingly decided to favor as their 
first step substantially such a reduction of 
the tariff as is proposed in the Mills bili, 
which has since been approved by every 
free-trader in the United States. Men who 
associate themselves together as a. free 
trade league” certainly ought to know what 
free trade is and have some idea as to the 
best means of attaining it. Their resolutions 
declared (1) against any increase of protective 
duties, (2) in favor of free raw materials of 
all classes, and (8) for a corresponding re- 
duction in the duties ou manufactured arti- 
cles. The Mills bill followed the general line 
of the free trade plan, although not faithful 
to it in all particulars. In his message Mr. 
Cieveland did not come up to the recommen- 
dations of the free-traders, but in his letter 
of acceptance he made the stride that put him 
on the same ground with them. 

It seems that the Free Trade League had 
great confidence in Cleveland, although at 
that tume he had made nothing but vague 
and straddiing declarations on the tariff 
question. After the free-traders had com- 
piled their piatform Mr. Eddy, a delegate 
from Michigan, moved to address a memorial 
to Cleveland asking him to come out strong 
in his next message for tariff reduction 
with a view to free trade. David A. 
Wells, President of the conference, met 
the suggestion with the remark: ‘We 
can trust the President of the United States.“ 
Such seemed to be the general sentiment of 
the Free Trade League, and Mr. Eddy’s mo- 
tion thet with no second. 

Ifthe avowed free-traders of the United 
States—those who associate themselves to- 
gether to advance the free trade doctrine— 
feel that they “can trust the President of 
the United States it is difficult to see what 
ground any believer in the protective prin- 
ciple can haye for confidence in Mr. Cleve- 
land. That the confidence of the free-traders 
was not misplaced is shown by the fact that 
the President has by degrees come up to 
their position and now joins in advocating 
the precise scheme they recommend as the 
first step toward free trade. 

Henry George, ultra free-trader, says that 


one hair’s breadth, from the free trade posi- 
tion of his message.“ Such is the fact. 

The Free Trade League, although consider- 
ing it imprudent just at present to advocate 
anything more than the free listing of raw 
materials, and a 6omparatively moderate ro- 
duction of duties, candidly declared that 
“every protective feature must at the earli- 
est possible date be eradicated from our rev- 
enue system.” Neither in respect to the 
avowed free-traders nor the Democrats is it 
so important What they propose now as what 
they will do “at the earliest possible date.“ 
Since both favor starting in the same direc- 
tion and following the same method it oan 
hardly be disputed that the common purpose 
is to “eradicate from our revenue system 
every protective feature at the earliest pos- 
sible date.“ 


JACK FROST AND THE YELLOW-FEVER. 

The New York raid has printed a frost 
map of the United States showing the south- 
ward advarce of the first killing frosts of 
autumn and the average date at which they 
occur in different localities. Ordinarily 
these maps, which are prepared in the sig- 
nal office, are of interest only to farmers in 
the North and to cotton and tobacco growers 
in the South, but this year they have a far 
more vital interest, as they pretty accurately 
define the limitations of the yellow-fever 
pestilence and indicate the tame when refu- 
goes may safely retarn home. 

The first of the frost lines, dated Sept. 1, 
runs through Northern Michigan, Wisconsin, 
and Minnesota; the second, Sept. 15, through 
Northern New York, Ohio, Indiana, IIlinois, 
Iowa, Nebraska, and Colorado; the third, 
Oct. 1, through Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
Pennsylvania, Southern Ohio, Indiana, Dli- 
nols, and Kansas; the fourth, Oct. 16, 
through Southern Virginia; North Carolina, 
Northern Georgia, Tennessee, Northern Ar- 
kansas, and the Indian Territory; the fifth, 
Nov. 1, through South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas; 
the sixth, Nov. 15, through the southern por- 
tion of the tier of States on the Gulf of Mex- 
100 5 and the seventh, Dec. 1, from Jackson- 
ville through the northern part of Florida 


and from New Orleans through the southern 


parts of Louisiana and Texas to San Antonio. 
The earliest killing frost in Jacksonvilie dur- 
ing the last ten years was Nov. 16 and the 
latest Dec. 16, showing that the average date 
is about Dec. 1. At St. Augustine, forty-five 
miles southeast of Jacksonville, the average 
date is Dec. 24. At Mayport, which is six- 
teen miles east of Jacksonville and on the 
Atlantic coast, the average date is about the 
same as at Jacksonville. 

If these computations are made correctly 
it would argue that, although the yeilow- 


dency in the main to grow smaller, perma- 
nent relief cannot be expected much before 
the close of the first or second week in No- 
vember. The earlivst killing frost in Jack- 
son ville was reported Nov. 16, 1880, while in 
1878 there was a slight frost as early as Oct. 
NA. Under ordinary circumstances, there 
fore, the fever has between four and five 
weeks yet to run. If the unusually oold 
weather we have been having during the last 
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immediate reduction of the tariff to a reve- 
nue basis, but to adopt the more practicable’ 


Cleveland “has not receded one inch, not 


fever figures are now fluctuating, witn a ten- 
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bility. The fever was first reported in July, 
and up to Sept. 1 there had been thirty-four 
deaths. From the ist to the Sth there were 
but eight deaths, but the 6th there were ten. 
Then the number decreased until 
the 1ith, when there were twelve. Then fol- 
lowed another decrease until the 14th, when 
there were fourteen. The 15th, 16th, and 
17th the number diminished, but the 18th it 


stubbornly. For two days, Oct. 2 and 4, great 
hope was roused by its falling to one, but 
each time the following day it went up to 
six. Thus the list shows a regular rise and 
tall, the maximum having been reached 
Sept. 18, but the maximum of the rebound, if 
we may 80 call it, since that time has been 
only an average of six. This would indicate 
that Jacksonvilie has seen its worst days, 
but unless circumstances are exceptional the 
average frost date does not give much hope 
that the fever will be stamped out for four 
or five weeks to come. Its grip is loosening 
some, but it has considerable vigor yet. 


THE CONNECTICUT TOWN ELECTIONS. 
The outcome of the town elections in Con- 


necticutis not without its humorous side. 
Some time prior to the election the Repub- 
lican State Committee decided to put forth 
no effort to carry the towns, and were anx- 
ious that the result should show a Demo- 
cratic gain and create the impression that 
the Democrats had a sure thing on the State 
in November. They shrewdly argued that a 
showing of Repubhean gains would scare 
the Democratic managers and that they 
would flood the State with boodle, and in- 
stead of sending legitimate stump speak- 
ers there would turn the campaign over to 
fine-workers of the Gorman and Higgins 
kind. The morning foliowing the election, 
when it was apparent that the Republicans 
had held their own, it was given out from 
the Republican headquarters that no signifi- 
cance was to be attached to the result as the 
town elections turned upon local issues, and 
they were not trustworthy barometers any- 
way. When the full returns came in it was 
evident that in spite of the Republican lay- 
off and of a stormy ¢élection-day, which al- 
ways works against Republicans, there had 
been large Republican gains, and changes 
amounting to hundreds of votes had 
been made in scores of little rural towns. 
The effect was just what the Repub- 
licans expected and had hedged against. 
In a state of wild excitement Chairman Bar- 
num called the Democratic National Com- 
mittee together. He sent for Gorman and 
told him to bring Higgins. Brice, the 
rainbow-ohaser,” was also sent for. It was 
a wild and frenzied occasion. Barnum 
notified them that the State was in immi- 
nent danger, and that they must have it at 
all costs. Soap must bé liberally supplied, 
and Brice and Higgins must be sent there 
with boodle to fix voters. They must not 
rely any longer upon campaign speeches. It 
was a condition and not a theory that con- 
fronted them. Brice was consulted about 
the amount of boodle he could raise, and at 
last it was decided to levy on the Conneoti- 
cut Democrats for mules. 

Though the Republicans were disappointed 
iu their policy, they have every reason to be 
consoled with the result. The returns show 
that the tide is running their way too 
strongly to be stopped. They met with no 
losses anywhere, while in numerous locali- 
ties the gains were more than sufficient to 
wipe out the Democratic majority of four 
yearsago. Tnese gains will be held and in- 
oreased. There is every reason to believe 
that Harrison will carry the State by from 
8,000 to 5,000 majérity. Connecticut this time 
will not follow Mule Barnum, but in the 
wake of the other Barnum with his “own 
and only greatest show on earth.“ : 


NATIONAL LIBRARY SCANDAL SQUELCHED 

The disagreement which has so long ex- 
isted between the Senate and the House in 
the matter of the National Library building 
has at last been removed by a compromise 
adopted by the Conference Committee on tne 
Sunary Civil Appropriation bill. It will be 
remembered that the House, following Judge 
Payson’s lead, wanted to wipe out every- 
thing that has been done and make a new 
start, while the Senate has been bent upon 
carrying on the present work under a new 
supervision, which, it was argued, would 
save the annulment of ecisting contracts and 
obviate delay in pushing forward the build- 
ing, which is much needéd. The compro- 
mise, which it is certain both Houses will ac- 
cept, provides for an immediate appropriation 
of $500,000, and that this and all subsequent 
appropriations shall be expended under the 
direction of the Chief of Engineers of the 
Army, Gen. Casey, who wil have control 
of all work on the building and employment 
of all persons connected withit. He is aiso 
empowered to make all contracts for its con- 
struction, and the cost of the building, when 
finished, is not to exceed the sum of §4,000,- 
000, exclusive of appropriations heretofore 
made. 

The compromise reaily makes a fresh 
start, as it abandons the plans upon which 
the work has thus far proceeded and adopts 
the new ones. It also settles the case of 
Smithmeyer, the architect, by removing him 
from any further connection with the 
building, and with him go the assist- 
ants, contractors, constructors, quarrymen, 
cement-makers, and others who Dy misman- 
agement, boodle, jobs, rings, favoritism, and 
all sorts of irregularities, as well as by their 
wrangies, have made the National Library 
a pestiferous scandal. Better than all, it 
limits the amount to be expended to a def- 
inite sum instead of letting it go on indefinit- 
ly, and thus by arrésting the job in its incip- 
iency saves several million dollars to the 
taxpayers. The removal of Smithmeyer is 
also a great compensation, for whether he 
Was engaged in crookedness or not, as has 
been charged, there are the best of reasons 
for believing that he is not a professional 
architect at all, and that he secured his place 
through favoritism, while another person 
has been doing his work. There has been 
blundering upon all sides from the beginning. 
The New York Timea, in discussing the ques- 
tion before the compromise was reached, 
points out one blunder and makes an excel- 
lent suggestion in connection with it. It 
says: 

There seems to have been blunderi 
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geous to the public interests if the expert 
librarians of the

wise therefore to look to them again for sug- 
gestions in premises with which they are so 
familiar. Meanwhile it is a matter for public 
congratulation that one conspiracy for the 
plunder of the Treasury has been discovered 
and squelched. 


THE TELEPHONE ORDINANCES IN THE 


COUNCIL. 

Two ordinances relating to the Chicago 
Telephone Company are pending before the 
City Council and will come up this evening 
as special orders, The course of the Alder- 
men in reference to them will be looked for 
with interest. | 

The Chicago Telephone Company is now 
operating without an ordinance. The fran- 
chise under which the wires were laid and 
the instruments put in originally has been 
forfeited by a transfer of ownership in the 
plant. This is the opinion of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel. The lawyers of the telephone 
company conctr in this view. They admit 
that the company is operating without an 
ordinance and does business on the suffer- 
ance of the municipal authorities. Several 
attempts have been made during the 
last year to pass an ordinance regulating 
the company’s methods of laying its wires, 
the rate of its annual charges, etc., dut for 
various reasons—some of which will not 
bear close investigation—all such attem pts 
have failed. The telephone company fought 
them all because they either proposed a re- 
duction of the present rental or a license fee 
of from §10 to $25 per instrument. 

At the meeting of the Council Sept. 10 an 
ordinance prepared by the attorney of the 
telephone corporation was introduced and 
referred to the Committee on Licenses. This 
ordinance proposed to extend the privileges 
which the company now enjoys by sufferance 
over an indefinite perioa. Nothing is said as 
to a reduction of rental or a hcense fee. The 
only consideration proposed for the fran- 
chise demanded, which is worth millions, 
1s to furnish telephones free of charge to 
the various city departments and to rent 
instruments for the police patroi to 
the city for $ per annum. The committee is 
divided in reference to the ordinance. Three 
of the members—the Chairman, Mr. Ernst, 
Messrs. Tiedemann and Weinhardt—propose 
to substitute an entirely new ordidance limit- 
img the period of license to ten years, and 
fixing the rates of rental at §00 for the first 
year, $85 for the second, and $75 for the third 
year, and otherwise curtailing the privileges 
of the company so as to guard the city’s in- 
wresis. Three other members of the com- 
mittee—E. P. Birke, Monear, ana Bartels 
recommend the passage of the originai ordi- 
nance as prepared by the telephone compa- 
ny’s atiorney, with an amendment fixing a 
tax of 25 per cent on the gross receipts of 
the corr pany as reported wy its officers. 

It is hardly necessary to say that the latter 
proposition savors strongly of boodie. The 
tax proposition ordinance proposes to extend 
the privileges of the telephone company for 
an indefinite period, thus cutting off all 
chances of competition in the near future. 
In three years the patentof the company 
will have run ite limit, but if the tax ordi- 
nance is passed it will not need a patent for 
protection—the tax ordinance will protect it 
against all competition. The company will 
be intrenched behind a franchise barricade 
which will render it in vulnerable. N 

There can be no doubt ot the duty of the 
Council in reference to this matter, It should 
reject the tax ordinance without hesitation. 
The ordinance recommended by Messrs. 
Tiedemann, Ernst, and Wemhardt, fixing the 
rental of the phones at $00, $85, and $75, 
ought to be adopted with an amendment im- 
posing a tax in addition for the use of the 
streets. The prices indicated are, if any- 
thing, too high. They are higher on the av- 
erage than the rentals charged in other large 
cities. The tax ought to be imposed to com- 
pensate the city for the company’s use—it 
might be added abuse~of the public streets. 
The ordinance drawn up by the company’s 
attorneys ought to be rejected without haesi- 
tation. The votes of the Aldermen on this 
important question will be scanned by their 
constituents aud the record preserved for 
future reference. The publicdemands relief 
from the exactionsof the company. Three- 
fourths of the, renters of the phones have. 
petitioned for a reduction of rates. 


SIGNIFICANCE OF THE COOK COUNTY LA- 
BOR COON VENTION, 

Tne action of the various labor organiza- 
tions at their county convention Saturday 
night, where they unanimously and enthusi- 
astically voted against anything in the re- 
motest degree savoring of fusion with the 
Democrats, has saddened the leaders of chat 
party. They have been bending all their en- 
ergies for months to the capture of the Labor 
vote for their ticket. They wanted it that 
Palmer might at least have a chance of suc- 
cess; that they might perhaps manage to run 
in some of their men on the county ticket:

ON THE EAST AFRICAN COAST. 


The Native Tribes Combining Against the 
Germans. 

Lonpor, Oct. 7.—A dispatch from Zanzibar 
says that six Germans escaped safely from 
Pangani in a dhow. The excitement on the 
East African coast is unabated. The tribes 
are combining to resist the Germans. The 
Germans at Kilwa for two days made fruit- 
less signs to the gunboat Mowe for help. 

Natives have informed the British agents 
in Zanzibar that the quarrel with the Germans 
is due to needless interference with native 
customs, and that the hostility shown is en- 
tirely personal, and is directed against the 
German East Africa Company, the German 
Government being held in the highest re- 
spect. The agents say, that the rupture by 
stopping trade entails a serious loss on the 
Sultan of Zanzibar, and that Germany would 
best promote her own interests by stopping 
the company’s abuses and compelling it to 
act justiy toward the natives.

MORE THAN 100 PERSONS INJURED. 


Terrible Accident at the Laying ofa Church 
Corner-Stone In Reading, Pa. 

Reapvine, Pa., Oct. 7..—[Special.]—A most 
distressing accident occurred here late this 
afternoon. Five thousand people had con- 
gregated at Tweifth and Spruce to witness 
the laying of the corner-stone of the Polish 
Catholic Church by Archbishop Ryan. One 
story of the edifice has just been completed, 
and boards were loosely laid on the joists to 
accommodate the spectators. A number of 
addresses had been made, following that of 
Archbishop Ryan, when there was a sudden 
crash. The floor gave way, and about 250 
persons were precipitated headlong to the 
ground floor, a distancé of fifteen feet. 

The crowd rushed. toward the wrecked 
atructure to render all possible assistance, 
and it was some time before tne injurea 
couid be reached. The multitude becamé so 
excitea that it was almost impossible to keep 
them back. They shrieked in anticipation 
that some of their family or triends were 
killed. Quiet was finally restored and the 
removal of the injured was commenced. It 
was found that the heavy stone walis, which 
were still green, had given way under the 
great Weight and caused the heavy timbers 
to break. Ambulances Were summoned, and 
as fast as the injured were taken from the 
débris they were conveyed to their homes 
and those from a distance removed to hos- 
pitals.

CRASH ON THE BALTIMORE & OHIO. 


Collision at Fall Speed, in Which the Pas- 
sengers Miracuously Escape. 

WasuHineoron,.D. C., Oct. 7.—The Cincin- 
nati and St. Louis express, which left the 
Baltimore & Ohio station in this city at 10:45 
o’clock last night, collided with an east-bound 
freight-train from Martinsburg, W. Va., near 
Dickerson, killing three trainmen and in- 
juring six others. Ry almost a miracle the 
passengers all escaped uninjured. 

A mile west of Dickerson Station the road 
makes a sharp turn and then goes down a 
heavy grade in a deep cut, the banks being 
twenty feet or more above the level of the 
tracks. Around this curve the train 
dashed just before midright and be- 
gan its descent, gathering momentum 
euch second. The freight-train, which had 
orders to remain on & switch at Tuscarora, 
one mile behind, until the express passed, 
had a few minutes before leſt tne switch and 
was slowly toiling up grade. Suddenly there 
wasa fiash of headlights and the trainmen 
on the two engines were appalied at the 
coming disaster, which they immediately 
saw could not be avoided. The two engines 
were almost upon each other and the en- 
gineers saw that nothing could be done and 
that it was useless to apply the brakes. 
“Jump, boys,” shouted Engineer J. E. 
Welch of the (freighttrain, as he 
sprang from his cab to the side of 
the track, but his fireman, J. B. 
Virts, had no time to get from his piace at 
the furnace, and George Ridenbaugh, a 
brakeman, who was also on the engine, was 
so paralyzed with fear that he was unabie to 
heed the engineer’s admonition. J. W. C. 
Hana, fireman of the passenger-train, jumped 
and escaped uninjured. 

In an instant the two engines came togeth- 
er with such fearful velocity that they stood 
jocked together in the track and formed a 
base upon which was piled in confusion a 
pyramid twenty feet high, con- 
sisting of three wrecked freight 
cars, two express cars, the mail 
car and a baggage-car. These cars acted as 
a buffer for the passenger coaches attached 
to the western-bound express, and though 
the passengers were violently throwa for- 
ward they all escaped uninjured. The pas- 
sengers immediately set to work to extricate 
the trainmen from the débris, and a wreek- 
ing train arriving a few hours later assisted 
in the work: At 5 o'clock this afternoon the 
track was not yet free from débris, although 
all tne men had been got out.

That part of the report which reters to the 
work of the special agents is followed and 
supviemented by reports from fifty-seven of 
the local offices in all parts of the West 
called tor by the Commissioner June 6, 1888. 
These reports are almost unanimous in rep- 
resenting a decrease in attempts to improp- 
erly acquire the public domain. 

Attention is called to the fact that no au- 
thority of law exists for compelling the at- 
tendance of witnesses to testify in hearing 
had on behalf of the Government or in con- 
test cases, in proceedings before régisters 
and receivers, to ascertain whether entries 
are legal or whether the law has been com- 
plied with. Congress is urged to supply 
some legisiation on the subject. Legislation 
is recommended for the purpose of making 
the practice uniform as to the officers who 
may take final proof in preémption and 
homestead cases.

Otherwise the wheat area 
turns out to be of a fair quality. The damage 
by hail has been exceptionally light this year, 
only two or three counties reporting serious 
from that cause. 


THE TARIFF BILL IN THE SENATE. 
A Rumor That It Will Be Passed Within 
a Three Weeks. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 7.—In the Senate 
tomorrow the Tariff bill will be taken up, and 
Senator Allison will make a speech in sup- 
port of the Senate substitute. The bili will 
be temporarily laid aside whenever the con- 
ferrees on the General Deficiency bill reach 
an agreement. With this exception it is ex- 
pected to command the attention of the Sen- 
ate until disposed of. 

The assertion is made by some Republican 
Senators that the bili will be passed within 
three wee and Democrats express the 
hope that such may prove to be case. 
The opinion, however, is pretty wide- 
y entertained on both sides that be- 

ore the expiration of three weeks the 

Senate will find itself without a vot quo- 
rum and will assent toa recess if in the 
meantime the House does not send over a 
resolution to adjourn. The proposition to 
take a recess and reconvene after election 
would probably meet with considerable favor, 
even as against one for adjournment, since 
the two or three weeks practically added to 
the beginning of the next session could be 
made to advance the next year’s work ma- 
terially.

’ What the Visits to Harrison Indicate— 


Rallroads in the West. 

Gen. G. W. Dodge of the. Union Pacific Rail- 
road is at the Grand Pacific. He thougnt that 
the spontaneous pilgrimages to Iudianapolis 
ought to indicate to the people of Indiana that 


the country wanted Harrison for President. The 


delegations that visited Indianapolis were repre- 
sentative people, and there was no preconcerted 
arrangement and no action of the National Com- 
mittee to induce them to visit their leader. 

With reference to railroad building Gen. Dodge 
said that there would be none until the earnings 
overtook the mileage, when building would start 
up. There would not be much building west of 
the Mississippi as long as the feeling against 
railroads prevailed, the clamor being for rates 
that would impoverish a road. “We built 
13,000 miles of road last year,” went on 
Gen. Dodge, “and our earnings per mile 
Gecreased on acccount of it. The build- 
ing was mostly in new territory which 
was rapidly 3 settled. Our practice is to 
build five years ahead, and tne earnings will 
generally overtake the mileage in about fifteen 
months.“ He thought that next year’s business 
would bring about this result for all roads. Gen. 
Dodge was of the opinion that there would be 
built two new railroads to the Pacific coast from 
the longitude of Denver. The business would 
make this practicable. The old roads were gen- 
erally behind the new ones, and it would be the 
case with these new projects. The General said 
that he never saw such a demand for cars as 
now. The Union Pacific was short from 200 to 
400 on every division. Business started in early 
on account of the 22 They were not good in 
the western part of Kansas, but were all right in 
Texas, Colorado, and other points west of the 
Mississippi.
